Most people were shocked to hear that Mr. Peter 
Cartwright (knowrt affectionately to most boys as ‘Ben’) 
was leaving Allan Wilson after only three years as 
headmaster. In the relatively short time that he had been 
at the school, he and his wife had made a strong *mpact 
on the school community, and had become enthusiastic 
supporters of all the school activities, winning and retaining 
the loyalty, respect and friendship of pupils, staff and 
parents alike. 


The boys will always remember Mr Cartwright for his 
personal interest in each and every one of them. There 
were few boys whose names he didn’t know as he made 
an effort to find out the identity of each one of them. He 
strongly supported his staff and pupils and encouraged 
leadership and responsibility amongst the seniors, setting 
extremely high stapdards as regards behaviour, dress and 
professional conduct and he will be remembered for his 
attention to detail and as being a stickler for punctuality. , 


Mr. Cartwright did much to revise the standards of the 
cultural activities within the school. Being an eloquent

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orator himself, he encouraged drama, public-speaking and 
debating. He felt that every boy should be encouraged to 
participate in all extra-mural activities as he felt that team- 
games, dramatic productions and the like are an essential 
part of education and that those who are reluctant to take 
part are depriving themselves of a rich and varied 
experience. 


Mr. Cartwright saw the school through very troubled 
times, fighting optimistically to maintain high standards 
despite the steady erosion of the staff. the unprecedented 
increases in class-sizes and the general uncertainty that 
prevailed amongst the school community and it was * 
largely through his diplomatic efforts that the school was 
saved from closure in 1981. The school owes him much, 
and he will be sadly missed.

Year’s play in Samuel French’s Theatrical Bookshop in 
London last Christmas, while they were in England 
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performing Rory Kilalea’s play ‘The Diary of David and 
Ruth’, which they had also presented at the Edinburgh 
Festival Fringe ealier in 1982. The play is ideal for a 
school production (although it is rather poorly written and 
needs much reconstruction), as it had originally been 
written for the youth group of the Cockpit Arts Workshop 
in London. The play is based on Aeschulus’ Oresteian 
Trilogy and ‘Iphigenia in Tauris’ by Euripides and like most 
of the Greek Dramas, is full of murder, blood and divine 
and human retribution and vengeance. It needs 
tremendous energy, and intensity of playing, passion and 
a basic awareness of the deepest, primeval stirrings and 
roots of humanity. 


The following is an extract from the report of the 
adjudicator, Mrs. Susan Hains: 


‘Anyone directing this play would need to re-create 
imaginatively and build on the existing structure. There is a 
tremendous scope in a play of this type, which gives only 
the bare minimum and in no way dictates or lays down 
guide-lines as does an ‘Acting Edition’, for real innovative 
creativity. Being of the school of thought that believes that 
a play should be tailored to meet one’s resources — 
providing that the author’s intentions are adhered to — | 
was most pleased to see the fresh approach used by Miss 
Gillmaster and Mr Park in this production. 


‘Miss Gillmaster and Mr Park are to be congratulated for 
their superb direction. The ground work for the production 
was obviously most carefully laid. The grouping and 
movement of the large cast was excellent, presenting us 
with some beautiful pictures. I never for one moment felt 
that the cast didn’t know what they were doing and why. 
What climax points there were in the script were 
dynamically built up.... 


Musical direction, singing, muscial ensemble and 
orchestration were excellent. Miss Brand’s compositions, 
specially written for the play were evocative, haunting and 
beautiful. Without a trace of ‘Zorba the Greek’, Miss Brand 
created moods and tone poems of ancient Greece, using 
primitive harmonics on flutes and recorders and basic 
rhythms on percussion. The ‘Oh Sorrow’ lament for 
Iphigenia’s death brought me out in goose pimples. Miss 
Green’s choreography was simple and expressive and 
reminiscent of Greek figurines and dancing figures on 
Greek pottery, again without that “commercial or ballet 
Greek” flavour. The gymnastics in the fight scenes were 
very well staged by Miss Theodosio. 


Technically, the production achieved a very high standard. 
Lighting, sound, special effects, the set, costumes, make- 
up, masks and properties all had the feelsof rightness 
about them. The technicalities enhanced, contributed 
much and didn’t intrude on the performance. Stage 
management was efficient and unobtrusive, and excellent 
use was made of facilities and resources available. 
Excellent: No more need be said. 

In general, the standard of acting talent, ability, 
comprehension and interpretation was very high.... 
Concentration and involvement in the play and enjoyment 
of the work put into it.and experienced were there.... 
Shaun Durkin’s Agamemnon was a purposeful, powerful 
interpretation. Shaun has great talent and ability.... and 
his performance was strong and technically sound. 
Calchus, played with authority by Ephraim Magugu 
needed to climax his first entrance more. Penny Panas 
made very good work of the difficult role of Clytemnestra, 
but her performance lacked fire and dynamic passion. 


Aegisthus, played by David Bache lacked the menace of 
this character’s calculated ambition for power. Steve 
Harrison’s Orestes was a deeply sincere and well — 
comprehénded performance. The Eumenides were 
excellent. Smaller roles, such as Cilissa — Joanna 
Bunnett, Pylades — Ronald Mostert, Cassandra — 
Jennifer Allen and Athene — Fiona Archibald, provided 
moments of convincing acting. Everyone of the main and 
secondary leads played with comprehension and 
conviction. What I missed in performance was the deeply 
— felt and experienced, basic primitive roots of passion.. 
This can only be achieved by the actor's exploration of his 
own deeply rooted hatreds, fears, passions and violence: 
dynamic emotions which, in every-day life we suppress, 
but which are useful resources and neéessary well-springs 
of creativity fo the actor, if he is to successfully portray 
roles suth as are to be found in these, the earliest of man’s 
attempts to reflect his changing society and his need to 
find the answers to the eternal questions of Who? What? 
and Why? 


To.sum up, I consider the idea of the play, rather than the 
play itself, to be entirely suitable for schools’ or young 
people’s Drama work. Perhaps, for Drama in Education to 
flourish in this country, we need more of these innaevative, 
creative productions which involve the whole 
school/schools in improvisations around given situations, 
whether mythical or true, as a basis for future play-making 
from improvisation and enjoyment of Drama in Education. 
The cast of this play succeeded in these aims: they learned 
an enormous amount about the ancient Greeks, the — 
beginnings of civilisation and primitive society, which isn't 
in thé main so different from what we experience today, 
There are points of comparison in our needs and feelings, 
in our fears and the way in which we deal with those 
fears. The cast experierteed and explored emotions and 
relationships hitherto foreign to them and in doing so,

enriched themselves and us by presenting us with an 
entertainment of varied experience for us to enjoy, ponder 


upon, weep over, or just plain absorb for future reference. 


I congratulate all concerned in this production of the 
success of what must have been a mammoth undertaking 
and thank you all from the bottom of my heart for an 
evening of excellent entertainment.’

The School Play — A lighter point of view. 


Never has a school play been known to attract so much 

, attention! Such was.the demandfor tickets that the show 

" could have ruh for weeks, let alone days! Once the word 
got around that something very ‘different’ was happening 
every night in the Queen Elizabeth Beit Hall, tickets were 
snapped up like hotcakes and many of those who came to 
see the show tried to book to see it again! It was said that 
a few hundred years of Greek history was being crammed 
into two hours of magnificient spectacle, as a Greek 
tragedy rose from the grave to outflash ‘Flash Gordon’ and 
make ‘Star Wars’ seem like the ‘Big Blue Marble Show’, in 


an explosion of music, gymnastics, pyrotechnics and 
sound effects. 

na 
Nightly, the audiences grimmaced in horror as realistic 
sacrifices took place at their feet — with real blood pouring 
from gaping wounds — as cold, scaly hands of revolting, 
deformed old women clutched their shoulders from behind 
— as violent explosions erupted above their heads and as 
blackouts dissoved into. dimly-lit scenes of Grecian 
worshippers enveloped in billowing white mist. And you 
thought Greek tragedy was boring! 


It certainly wasn’t easy work. At rehearsal, the cast and 
crew were vigorously trained in all aspects of theatre-craft. 
It certainly wasn’t a case of “here’s your script — learn 
your words” — far from it! The actors had to be 
physically, vocally and mentally prepared for the strenuous 
production that was ahead of them, and at times the cast 
wondered why the directors hadn’t trained as physical 
education teachers! Curious onlookers (uninvited of 
course) were amused to see the directors joining in with 
the cast as they limbered up, clad in tracksuits. At first, the 
cast found the vocal warm-ups rather amusing - (hilarious 
for the onlookers as a matter of fact!) — as they hummed, 
panted, shouted, sang, pouted their lips and so on, while 
lying flat on their backs on the floor, but soon they realised 
how important this sort of training is. We often Wonder 


what the audiences entering the hall must have thought as ~ 


they heard heavy breathing, chanting, screaming and 
panting coming from a darkened classroom nearby. No 
wonder we were accused of indulging in ‘disgusting pagan 
practices!’ 


Never have two teachers had such fun (somewhere in 
between the headaches) as they tried to control their sixty- 
seven large and smail monsters, as well as a choir, an 
ensemble, dancers and a weird bunch of fiendish 
technicians who were at last able to practice what Mr Finn 


had taught them in the science laboratory! {Mr Finn spent 
days concocting a noxious odour to accompany the 
Eumenides on stage during their first entrance, but as we 
found it far too repulsive to use, we poured it down a 
stormwater drain!) Unfortunately, the smell lingers on — 
powerfully! Q.E. will never smell the same again! 


The cast worked extremely hard, having to contend with 
changes made to dialogue and moves as the directors 
came up with one ‘brilliant’ idea after anther! They got 
quite used to being called a ‘bunch of morons’ and found 
it quite amusing when one director turned on the other 
during one particular rehearsal and used the term to 
describe him, after he had plunged a sensitive love-scene 
into total darkness while experimenting with a new lighting 


effect! (Love scenes occurred off-stage as much as on and 


our untiring stage manager, Dan Kalan had his work cut 
out getting lovers to leave each other's arms long enough 
to do their bit on stage! No less than sixteen glorious 
romances blossomed backstage during rehearsals!) 


The lighting crew had an exhausting time, stringing miles 
of electric cable around the’ walls of the hall, to connect 
the lights borrowed trom Mr Roger Cavill to the super 
brand new electronic dimmer control board in which 
Queen Elizabeth School has recently invested. During 
rehearsals, our Machiavellian technicians would disturb us 
by triggering off unexpected flashes and bangs which made 


4 us all reach instinctively for the fire extinguishers! The 


Queen Elizabeth headmistress aged a few years while 
watching a rehearsal when a vivid explosion erupted near 
the roof above her! Mind you, she jumped like a sixteen- 
year old! 


One of the busiest people working on the show was Mrs 
Pat Langley, our props mistress, whose room looked like a 
junk shop by the time she had collected all her urns, jugs, 
bowls, flowers, spears, daggers, swords, statues, and other 
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assorted paraphenalia! She persuaded the Allan Wilson 
Gym Club to part with their gym mats, and collected three 
tarpaulins of various shapes and sizes before she eventiially 
found the huge (eighty by forty foot) black tarpaulin that 
the directors wanted! (The donars must have looked rather 
smocked when she asked them if they minded if she spilt a 
lot of blood on it!) Kevin McAfee and Alistair Robinson 
spent hours in the Allan Wilson Engineering workshops 
making the lethal looking swords and daggers and walked 
town to find the right sized springs to fit into the retractable 
knives! 


The; backstage crew’s efforts were untiring. When the 
scaffolding, donated by Mr Vernon Whitstock arrived at 
the school, they spend hours erecting and dismantling it as 
the directors designed and redesigned the set! 

“No-er-a little to the left; chaps, right, now back a bit and- 
er-swing it around to the right a little. Now take off that 
top level” (which had taken two hours to be put up!)“and 
put it at the boftom in the centre. — no — that’s not right 
— just take it all down again and we'll start from 
scratch...” {Sadists! Couldn’t they see we were all 
exhausted. Scaffoldirig’s not like a mechano set you 
know!) 


The various pieces of scaffolding were eventually tied 
together by pieces of untwisted coathangers, although the 
whole construction was not as firm as we would have liked 


it to be! In fact, one night we nearly changed history when ~ 


Clytemnestra wobbled, overbalanced and almost flung 
herself off the battlements to a gory death! 


Eventually, the big night arrived and everything’ happened 
as/it should have (even: though we paniced when we 
thought we had poisoned an actress when she bit on a 
blood capsule that we thought had accidentaly been filled 
with ferric oxide instead of cochineal! The audience sat 
transfixed as the errie ultra-violet form of the Delphic 
Oracle ‘floated’ above the stage. (We almost lost her one 
night as, blinded by the light, she nearly plunged into the 
orchestra below!) Some performances were dangefous for 
the audience as well! — Green flames flickering in a bowl 
borne aloft threatened to singe eyebrows and clouds of 
foul-smelling dry-ice mist almost enveloped and 
asphyxiated those sitting near the stage! The rape of the 
women of Troy was quite horrifying as ‘hundreds’ of 
warriors burst through the audience amid screams and 
explosions in a blinding strobe light sequence. One 
disastrous night a ‘corpse’ was left on stage and a poor 
young actress grimly stuck it out in an excruciatingly - 
uncomfortable position — blood dribbling fyom her mouth 
and into her eyes while the longest scene in the play 
carried on around her. Penny, how we all felt for you that 
night! 


The dressing-room looked like some sort of Frankenstein’s 
surgery as Iphigenia had blood-pouches strapped to her 
stomach and as the Eumenides retreated behind their 
revolting latex masks (made in the art room by Miss 
Gillmaster, imcidentally!} Even Miss Gillmaster became an 
ugly old crone one night, when one of the furies couldn’t 
make a performance — although we told her she didn’t 
really need the mask at all! 


Fun was had by all, despite the hard work — and we 
loved every moment of it — from Miss Mary Brand’s 
beautiful orginal music performed by our choir and 
ensemble — to the ear-splitting explosions that ripped 
throtigh the hall! Everyone gained so much experience — 


not only in acting —(or in learning Greek history) — but in 
trust and co-operation, concentration; involvement and 
team work. ‘Agamemnon’ was a play that will be long 
remembered. Zeus know what our directors will come up 
with next year!

House Plays Report 


As has conie to be expected over the past few years, the 
standard of house plays at Allan Wilson this year was 
exceptionally high, and as usual, a number of boys 
excelled: themselves and gave performances of amazing 
maturity and competence. Unfortunately, one of the 
houses had to drop out of the competition as they left it 
too late to prepare themselves, making it all the more clear 
that houses must.give themselves as much time as possible 
in which to rehearse their plays. Those who did so, were 
rewarded by playing to extremely appreciative audiences 
and know that they had achieved a standard of which they 
and the school could be proud. 


As a result of Newton House dropping out of the 
competition (what a pity, as they had won the best play 
for three years in succession), all the plays were presented 
on one evening. Our adjudicator this year was Mrs. 
Marjorie Dawson (an actress, who has trained at the 
Speech and Drama Department of Cape Town University), 
and she was surprised to find such a high standard of 
presentation, The comments that follow are based on her 
written adjudication. 


Fifth place went to Browning House with their production 


of David Campton’s “The Incident”, a play revolvirig 
around the theme of prejudice taken to its most ludicrous, 
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ironic conclusion; as a man by the name of Simith is 
refused accommodation at a hotel on the basis of his 
name. 


The play was a fairly good choice, but was badly 
interpreted by the players. Richard Tredoux was good as 
the secretary, closely supported by Alan Griffin who was 
unfortunately inaudible at times. Generally, the play was 
under-rehearsed and next time you should learn your 
words before rehearsals start! 


Wellington House’s production of an extract from William 


- Golding’s ‘Lord of the Flies’ was placed fourth. The play 


takes place while a catastrophie war is raging in Europe. A 
plane carrying boys frem various schools, who are being 
evacuated from England, has been struck by lightning 
while flying over the Pacific Ocean at night. The pilot and 
crew are killed when the plane ctashés, but the boys, who 
are in a detatchable passenger tube, land safely on a 
tropical island and scatter all over the place. The boys 
gathey together in an attempt to organize activities on the 
island. Ralph's leadership is in jeopardy as Jack, who in in 
charge of the hunters, is hungry for power and tries to 
turn the boys against Ralph. 


This play was a very good choice for the age-group of 
boys performing, yet not enough detail was applied to the 
tension at that point in the play chosen. ‘The boys’ had 
reverted to their animal instincts, with few exceptions: this 
was not apparent enough to be believable. Everard Mostert 
gave an excellent performance as Ralph. 


Third place went to Shangani House, who presented an 


- extract from Harold Pinter’s play ‘The Caretaker’ which 


dealt with the confrontation between three men — one an 
aging tramp who is nothing but an opportunist, another 
who is mentally-retarded, but compassionate and friendly, 
and his brother, who is sleek and cool and who terrarises 
the old man, who has plans of becoming their caretaker. 


This extract was a difficult choice with regard to the 
complexity of Pinter’s characters. It was somewhat long 
and perhaps-it could have been cut a little. Someone had 
obviously gone to a great deal of trouble to collect the 
many props! Craig Hulme as Davies lacked a great deal of 
age and mouldiness, although admittedly it is a very 
difficult part for a young man to play. Michael Craft as 
Mick was good, vocally and he gave a well-sustained 
performance, byt the hint of violence; almost insanity, 
under the surkice of Mick as a character was not apparant 
in the performance. Shane Stevens as Aston gave a very 
well thought-out and rehearsed performance with good 
feeling, but if-was slightly too slow and laboured. Because 
it was ‘too real’, it became boring at times and had his 
performance been better-paced, it could have been 
excellent. 


There could have been more light and shade in all the 
characters to make them interesting and convincing. It was 
‘certainly not a bad effort, as it is a very difficult play to act, 
even for professionals. 


Burnham’s production of a translated extract of Dranus 
Vermeulen’s ‘Bus Stop’ was placed second. In this absurd 
play, three men are waiting for a bus that refuses to arrive. 
They cannot contact the bus-conductor as he is deaf and 
dumb. Their dilemma symbolises man’s difficulty in 


communicating with God and demonstratés these men’s 
Fegan er eS nn ane a 


inability to trust one another, revealing man’s basic 
insecurity. ‘ 


The adudicator found the writing to be very nebulous, as it 
presented no opportunity for distinctive characterization, 
the humour in the writing was weak and the message was 
very unclear. Shaun Durkin has all the makings of a 
superb actor. It was a pity he chose this play to direct and 
act in, as it has, insufficient scope for his capabilities, and it 
would be wonderful to see him in a Shakespearian role. 
Vocally, he was excellent. What a pleasure it was to watch 
him act! He was well-supported by Patrick and Basil Green 
(no, not brothers!), who were also good vocally, and who 
put across the meaning of the play well, although their 
agitation at the situation could have been more 
pronounced. It was a well-rehearsed piece and their 
cueing was very good, although there could have been 
more variety in orchestration of speech at times. Inter- 
character involvement was good, concentration was well- 
sustained and they all worked very well together. 


All the accolades went to Scott House, who presented an 
extract from Samuel Beckett’s absurd tragicomedy 
‘Endgame” — more of an éxperience than an 
entertainment for the audience, as they watched four 
shrunken, mained specimens of humanity idle away their 
agonizing twilight. hours together in a macabre ‘Game’ until 
the end — an hour of death that passed slowly and 
painfully in the form of an ‘Endgame’. 


It was an extemely difficult play to act, but it was soundly 
directed and very well thought-out. The horror and pathos 
of Beckett’s writing was frighteningly evident. It is difficult 
to shorten a play of this kind and still maintain the interest 
and meaning, but it was well done. 


The simple set was excellent — just what was needed: 
clean and neat. The lighting equipment that was available 
was used superbly and costumes were truly delightful. 
Nicky Rust won Best Actor for his portrayal of Hamm in 
an excellently-sustained performance. He lacked at times 
the vocal range needed for this part, but considering its 
difficulty, he carried it off superbly. Well done. Clov as 
played by Michael Baldachin, was charmingly naive and 
achieved a very good balance of pathos and humour in his 
performance. He was placed as the Best Supporting 
Actor, although he could have improved on his accent 
and occasionally, his audibility. Nagg and Nell; played by 
Craig Curtis and Alan Schreiber were both excellent, 
although they tended to be a little monotonous at times, as 
it is very difficult to get light and shade into these pathetic 
old characters, although it could perhaps have been 
achieved with greater pacing. All charaterisation was well 
thought-out and rehearsed. There was sound direction of 
movement and in the use of the set. Hamm’s body 
movement was especially commendable, as he was 
confined to a wheelchair (Nagg and Nell, incidentally were 
confined to dustbins, with only their heads protruding — 
and then only on occasions!) The concentration and 
involvement of the cast was superb in this extremely 
difficult play which was a wonderful, very entertaining 
effort. 


Once again, we can be proud of our up-and-coming 
young actors, most of whom have never ‘trodden the 
boards’ before, and a few of whom are already ‘old 
hands’, It is pleasing to note that there was a very good 
turnout of pupils, parents and friends at the competition 
and we were able to raise a fair amount of money from 


the door-takings. 


We are still hoping that one day we may be able to invest 
in some modern sound and lighting equipment to replace 
the dangerous, unreliable antiquated equipment that we 
have to work with at the moment, but unfortunately drama 
equipment still seems low on the school’s priority list — 
especially now that most of the hall curtains — including 
those beautiful red stage curtains — have been stolen. 
Storage and dressing-room facilities will probably never be 
built, even though drama has at last become something of 
an established and sacred institution in the school. We are 
pleased to note, though, that our sister school, Queen 
Elizabeth, with whom we have such close contact, 
particularly in the dramatic field, has purchased some very 
expensive modern lighting equipment at considerable cost, 
and that they have also had a complete set of choir-rostra 
constructed for their stage. Let us hope that one day soon 
we will be able to boast similar improvements to our 
theatrical facilities! Perhaps this could provide the P.T.A 
with a reason to raise funds? (They said that there was 
“No call for it” this year!)

November 1982 Exam Results: 


Our 1982 exam results were encouraging, considering the 
unsettling effects the continuing turnover of staff has had 
on the boys. In the NCE high level exams, only 4 bovs 
failed to pass any of their subjects while 56 passed 5 or 
more subjects. The ‘O’ level results were rather 
disappointing as only 37 boys passed 4 or more subjects 
and 7 failed to pass any subjects at all. 4 candidates 
managed to pass 9 subjects however, and 57 distinctions 
were obtained. It is interesting to note that, while only 
35% of our candidates managed to pass the AEB English 
Exam, 91% of those boys passed the Cambridge English 
Exam. Our pass rates in Engineering Workshop Theory 
and Practice, Woodwork and Shona were above the 
National Average. 


At ‘M’ level, 25 of our boys managed to pass 2 or more 
subjects. Our pass-rates were higher than the National 
Average in Chemistry and Maths and only 8 candidates 
failed to pass any subjects. 13°pupils gained 3 or more 
passes and Ismail and Hall were awarded Academic 
Coloys for obtaining 2 distinctions in Chemistry and 
Maths. (This is the first time that Academic Colours have 
been awarded in the past 3 years.) 


In the Upper sixth, only 5 of our 35 carididates failed to 
pass at least one ‘A’ level subject, while 7 passed 2 or 
more subjects. Balmer attained an ‘S’ level pass in 
Chemistry. Our pass rates were higher than the National 
Average in Afrikaans, History, Engineering Drawing and 
Economics. There was 100% pass rate in the latter two 
subjects. :

A New Lanquage at Allan Wilson 


Some say Chishona and other say Chi Shona. Still others 
say Shona. The correct version is Shona when talking 
about the language spoken by perhaps no less than about 
60% of Zimbabweans. 


Shona was introduced at A.W.S. for the first time for any 
students who wanted to learn to speak and write it. At 
first, most first year students appeared to shun it and opted 
for other languages. By the end of term one, there was an 
influx of pupils who were clamouring to study Shona. 
Some were accomodated, but only a limited number. At 
last, we managed to have two classes of Shona (for From 
One ) and a special class for basic Shona (Form One). 
thanks to Mr. J. Chipoka, who offered to teach this special 
class, in spite of his busy schedule as Acting Headmaster. 


There is one Form Two class doing Shona. In addition, 
some Form IV and V (8 in all) students are doing A.E.B. 
Shona. These three groups will write Shona examinations 
this year for their finals. 


With the coming of Mrs Manyuchi (in the third term) and 
with the possibility of many high school freshmen 
(possibly) opting for Shona next year, we anticipate more 
classes. 


One final word. I hope that in the future, the Shona 
language will be closely linked to the study of Shona 
Culture in consultation with the Department of Culture. 
This is possible and any student (Shona speakers or non- 
Shona speakers) with the desire can help to promote 
Shona as a language and its accompanying culture.

Racial Barriers at School 


Do you have any idea how much guts it takes to take your 
lunch box and sit beside some white kids instead of eating 
amongst blacks? I have listened to a lot of words 
advocating getting the races together, establishing real 
unity, and breaking down the walls still separating people 
who say they don’t actually want to be separated. It seems 
that Black and White relations in schools still consist of 
surface friendliness and almost total social separation. 


Three mild-sounding but formidable barriers exert pressure 
and continue to block steps towards unity: lethargy, peer- 


pressure and family prejudice. Lethargy tends to kill 
initiative. Often blacks and white have grown up with little 
natural social contact, though they may go to the same 
school, play in the same team and work together, each 
remains an unknown quantity to the other. Usually, 
students are too tired or busy to make the extra effort to 
reach across ethnic barriers. It needs more energy to 
spend time with someone whose background is different 
from yours. 


Peer pressure makes it difficult to cross the racial barrier 
socially. Anytime you begin to hang around with some 
guys of different nationality, it’s almost a sure thing that 
someone from your own crowd will call you a “white- 
washed black”. It takes nerve to tackle these barricades. 
There is the legitimate fear of rejection by the new group 
one is approaching, often a new language, and surely an 
unfamilar point of view to learn. Family pressure against 
‘inter-racial socialization’ remains a great obstacle for many 
students. Parents worry not only about their own 
prejudices, but also about what Grandpa will think if their 
son or daughter befriends or, what many fear most, dates 
and marries someone of another race. 


Are genuine inter-racial relationships important to develop 
the energy required to cross these three barriers? Does it 
matter whether relationships move beyond acceptance and 
tolerance to true understanding and friendships? | believe 
so and for several reasons: but the most important of all is 
that these barriers are not solid. If we could all see God 
through eyes of another culture, our understanding could 
expand. Since we first experience and understand God 
through the filter of our own ethnic background, our views 
are narrow. If someone is separated from you by an 
imaginary line, what affirmative action may God want you 
to take to cross the barrier and take his or her hand? I saw 
that racism results whenever people suppress the truth that 
God created all people in his image. Man measures 
human value by his skin colour and national origin. God 
measured this value by the place he has assigned to every 
man. 


Racism still dismembers the body of Christ in our schools, 
because racism is a multiheaded monster: its destruction 
demands a lot of responses, programmes and solutions. 
Good Christian books could help us cross these barriers, 
but practical work is important. Black people need white 
peole to free them from their fear and white people need 
black people to free them from their guilt.

Before the Curtain Goes Up. 


(Winning speech at the Inter-House Public Speaking 
Contest) 

I’m sure many of you have been to one play or another 
and enjoyed it, but have you ever thought of the amount 
of preparation that goes into a play before it is ready for a 
public audience? 


Once a producer has chosen the play, he must then cast it 
with the appropriate actors and actresses (It is rather point- 
less casting Mr Humphreys as “Ben Hur” or Farah Fawcett 
as one of the ugly sisters). Once the play has been cast, 
the actors are issued with scripts and moves are plotted. 
These moves must be motivated and natural {an actor or 
actress cannot simply move stage left because it displays 
his or her better side). Once the actors, or players as they 
are called, have learnt their words and put their scripts 
down, the work begins in earnest. For a while after “scripts 
down” the prompt steals the show as the players grope for 
lines and cues. But this doesn’t last long (hopefully), and 
with the help of pauses and voice inflections the play takes 
om 2 new life. A good actor should be able to enter a 
theatre and take on the personality of the character he is 
portraying, thus being able to feel the part he is playing, to 
become that character (unless, of course, he is portraying 
@ corpse). 


While the actors are working onstage, an enormous 
amount of work is being done off stage. The stage 
manager is supervising the construction of the set. The set 
could consist of moveable canvas flats for various scenes, 
or it could be one fixed set, however, it can be most off- 
putting when in a romantic play, the lovers embrace, kiss 
passionately, and some twit off stage trips over a metal 
bucket, sending it crashing down a flight of stairs, while he 
comes flying out of the wings, dropping a hammer, nails, 
a saw and various other implements en route! 


Above the stage there are flygalleries where the winches 
for the pully systems are situated. The pully systems are 
used for raising or lowering the canvas flats or for special 
effects, so they must be well-maintained. Imagine the 
“special effect” if the ghost of Hamlet started squeaking 
and jerking like an old man with arthritis. 


Another problem that producers have to put up with is the 
lighting crew who will insist on prancing across the stage 
with their hair on end, eyes like organ-stoppers and trying 
to compete for the Swiss National Yodelling 
Championships. The producer usually utters something 
like, “I say my dear chap, it’s obvious that circuit is 
working, but do you have to practise your ballet during my 
rehearsals?!” 


Among the most important aspects of. a play are costumes 
and make-up. It is not as easy as one might thing to make 
a person look twenty years older than he is. If you over- 
do it you end up with someone out of the “Rocky Horror 
Picture Show”. The costumes must suit the part and the 
play. It’s a bit pointless having a peasant working the fields 
in a three- piece suit, or having Princess Diana running 
around barefooted, in baggy trousers and a T-shirt. 


Just as the backstage crew work. under a backstage- 
manager, the people concerned with advertising and ticket 
sales work under a Front-of-House Manager. This person 
is responsible for the booking-office and seating 


arrangements. Seats have to be kept for complimentary 
tickets and also for invited quests. It could be rather 
embarrasing, not to mention uncomfortable, to have three 
people sitting on one seat. Different but still uncomfortable. 


All of these people and many more | have not mentioned 
work hard, piecing together what can be called a jigsaw- 
puzzle, to produce a successful play. Therefore — next 
time you go to a play, applaud not only for the actors, but 
for the the many unseen people who are included behind 
the scenes before the curtain finally does go up.
